It should be a source of gra­ 
tification to the people of Wisconsin 
and a strong word of encouragement 
to keep up this great work for hu­ 
manity in which they have led the 
nation and won a nation-wide repu­ 
tation. 
Though Wisconsin has 
led 
the 
United States for two years in the 
sale of Red Cross seals her position 
in the 1911 campaign is threatened. 
Newspapers throughout Illinois have 
appealed to her citizens 
in 
stories 
I and editorials to change the stand- 
I ing of last year when Illinois stood 
thirteenth and Wisconsin first. 
Illinois is making 
a strong and 
well organized effort to lead 
the 
sale. 
New York and Ohio are also 
justified in expecting to carry off the 
honor while Nebraska, and Minneso­ 
ta will make a creditable run. 
“ We will not m ake any predictions

vote concurred in the amendm ents 
of the senate to the Sulzer resolu­ 
tion, abrogating the treaty of 1832 
with Russia. There was no demand 
for a roll call vote and the amend­ 
ments were accepted practically un­ 
animously. 
The action of the house completed 
the legislative feature of the situa­ 
tion and the 
president's notice to 
Russia now stands as the officially 
approved action of the United States. 
It put the final stamp of certainty 
on the announcem ent th a t“the Rus­ 
sian treaty of 1832 will be term in­ 
ated on Dec. 31, 1912." 
The next step in the m atter will 
be the reply of Russia to the presi­ 
dent’s note which will be followed 
by plans for the negotiation of a 
new treaty. 
The concurrence of the house to 
day followed the action late yester­ 
day of the senate which after a de­ 
bate lasting six hours, adopted the 
Ix>dge substitute for the Sulzer reso­ 
lution calling for the abrogation of 
the treaty because of the refusal of 
the czar's government to honor pass­ 
ports held by American citizens of 
Jewish birth. 
In no uncertain term s Representa­ 
tive Sulzer discussed the actions of 
the president in the Russian imbrog 
Ho in the house today. After relat­ 
ing the circumstance of the adop­

IF WAR SHOULD BE THE OUTCOME

WASHINGTON, D. C.— The seri­ 
ousness of the rebuff given Russia 
by the house of representatives in 
voting to abrogate the treaty of 1832 
cannot be overestimated. Should the 
United States senate also attem pt 
such a measure and President Taft 
pass it, it will undoubtedly lead 
to 
the most delicate of diplomatic situ­ 
ations involving all of the world pow­ 
ers because the phraseology is such 
that it cannot but be interpreted as 
a direct and serious slap in the face 
for Russia and it means that they 
will have to come down 
absolutely 
from their stand which prevents the 
admission to Russia of certain Amer­ 


ican citizens or Uncle Sam will have 
to forcibly demand such an entry. 
While there is as yet no feeling 
but th at the m atter can be adjusted 
through diplomacy, still it is inter­ 
esting to note what would Ie the 
result in case real trouble should bo 
the outcome. Japan, it is believed, 
had an understanding with Russia 
which would 
make her position a 
delicate one in case of trouble be­ 
cause she cannot 
oppose her ally. 
Great Britain and there is no ques­ 
tion but that England will be on the 
other side of th e fence. 
The prob­ 
ability is that Japan would be neu­ 
tral or else side with Russia. Franco 
will, of course, side with the Slav

REPORT ON WOOL 
(Continued from Page I) 
produced; t hat th ^ highest average 
cost of production of such wool in 
the world is in the state of Ohio and 
contiguous 
territory; and th at the 
lowest average cost on sim ilar wool 
is in Australia." 
Deducting th© proceeds from the 
sales of lambs and mutton, which 
usually balance the expense of the 
flock, the average cost of fine Mer­ 
ino wool in the United States is 12 
cents per pound. The entire wool 
crop— fine and coarse wools— costs 
cents a pound to produce. 
Jn South America the cost is be­ 
tween four and five cents. 
The Australasian costs ar© con­ 
siderably below the South American. 
The report says: 
“The present duty of thirty-three 
cents per pound on scoured w’ool is 
prohibitive, preventing effectually the 
Importation of clean, low-priced for­ 
eign wools of the lower grades th at 
would be exceedingly useful In the 
m anufacture of woolens in this coun­ 
try, and if so used might displace in 
large measure the cheap substitutes 
now so frequently employed in that 
industry." 
The Payne-Aldrich law” bases its 
raw’ wool duties on the assumption 
that 
greasy 
w’ool 
when 
cleaned 
shrinks an average 
of 
two-thirds. 
This shrinkage allowance is much 
too high, the board finds. The aver­ 
age shrinkage of imported wools is 
about 48 per cent, and of all domes­ 
tic wools between 55 and 60 per 
cent. The rates on w’ool waste, rags 
and shoddy are called prohibitive and 
the report states th a t the present 
tariff practically excludes from im­ 
portation all lops and yarns except 
the most expensive worsted yarns. 
Fine Fabrics Imported 
“ The same is true, 
It says."of low 
grade wool and cloth for men s wear. 
A considerable quantity of the fine 
and expensive fabrics are imported. 
In th© fiscal year 1911, these did not 
constitute three per cent of the total 
consumption of the United States." 
The report then discusses the rela­ 
tive merits of specific duties levied 
on weight and ad valorem 
duties. 
These duties are applied in combina­ 
tions to fabrics and 
the 
result is 
that on cheap goods the Payne-Ald­ 
rich specific duty is sometimes in ex­ 
cess of the total value of raw m a­ 
terial on the basis of cost and pro­ 
duction in this country. 
“Consequently," the board says, 
“The nominal duty on certain cheap 
fabrics, if im ported— which is im­ 
possible under the existing duty— Is 
commonly as high as 150 per cent 
ad valorem, and in srr>me cases ever 
over 200 per cent. Much of the objec­ 
tion to the 
present 
compensatory 
duty is excessive would be removed 
by putting the duty on wool on the 
scoured (or cleaned) basis instead of 
on the grease pound. The duty in 
that case would be adjusted to the 
actual wool." 
Prices Not up to Duty 
But prices in this country have 
not been increased by the full am ount 
of these prohibitive 
duties, 
the 
board finds. 
The board said th at goods assessed 
at from 150 to 200 per cent and 
thereby prohibited, were sold in this 
country at a price only 60 to SO per 
cent 
higher 
than 
sim ilar 
goods 
abroad. This is the result of domestic 
competition, it says. 
“ At the present tim e," says the re­ 
port. “ the industry in general is on 
a competitive basis." 
“ In reference to the higher cost 
of production of woolen cloths and 
yarns in this country’, one element is 
the 4 5 per cent ad valorem duty paid 
on machinery, most of which is im­ 
ported. says the report. 
American 
m anufacturers pay 70 per cent more 
for the machinery than do the Eng­ 
lish. 
Turning wool into tops cost SO per 
cent more in America than in Eng­ 
land -and the cost of producing yarn 
here is about twice the cost in Eng­ 
land. 
Cloth largest. Element, 
The figures of the board show’ that 
it costs from 60 to 170 per cent more 
to turn yarn into cloth here than in 
England. The same difference is not. 
so wide in a comparison with the 
figures for France. But the differ­ 
ence is not. so wide In a comparison 
with the German cost. 
“ In the ready made clothing indug- 
4ry, the cloth is the largest single ele­ 
ment and Is equal to one-third of 
the net wholesale selling price," said 
the report. “ In considering the Im­ 
portance of cloth cost to the wearer 
of clothing, it is necessary to hear in 
mind the margin between wholesale 
and retail price. The retail price is 
usually 50 per cent or more above 
the net wholesale price. On this basis 
about 25 per cent of the price paid 
the retailer goes to the m anufacturer 
of cloth. The cost of material, labor 
and all other expenses undergone in 
converting material 
into 
finished 
garments is 80 per cent of the net 
wholesale selling price of the finish­ 
ed product. Out of the remaining 20 
per cent the m anufacturer must pay 
his selling expenses. 
F u rth er comments on the report 
of the board were made by the presi­ 
dent as follows: 
“ In recommending revision I there­ 
fore urge that action be taken with 
the facts In mind to the end th at an 
independent and established industry 
may be jeopardized. 
“ The tariff board reports th at no 
equitable method has been found to 
levy purely specific duties on woolen 
and worsted fabrics and total except­ 
ing for a compensatory duty, the rate 
must be ad valorem on such manu­ 
factures. It is im portant to realize, 
however, th at no flat ad valorem rate 
on such fabrics can be made to work 
fairly and effectively. Any single rate 
which is high enough to equalize the 
difference in manufacturing cost at 
home and abroad on highly finished 
goods, involving such labor, would 
be prohibitory on cheaper goods, in 
which the labor cost is a smaller pro­ 
portion of the total value. Converse­ 
ly a rate only adequate to equalize 
this difference 
on 
cheaper goods 
would remove protection from the 
fine goods manufacture, the increase 
in which has been one of the striking 
features of the trades development
